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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt of the Pre- Appeal Brief Request for Review filed January 11, 2006 is 
acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Upon further consideration of the arguments presented in the Pre- Appeal Brief Request 
(hereinafter ,"PABR") refuting the prior art of Moran (US 6,430,542) in view Wallman (US 
6,601,044), claims 1-62 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record is Moran (US 6,430,542) in view of Wallman (US 6,601,044). The difference between 
the applicant's invention and Moran in view of Wallman is that the combination of Moran and 
Wallman does not suggest or teach inputting into a computer data regarding the client's 
preferred domain and using the data in steps (a)-(c) to automatically generate financial 
transaction recommendations for modifying the client's current asset portfolio to reach as close 
as possible to the desired asset allocation and the preferred domain, the recommendations 
including specific recommendations for selling amounts of selected current assets and specific 
recommendations for buying amounts of one or more investment fimds (as indicated in the 
independent claims 1, 15, 30 and 44). As the applicant has indicated in the PABR and in 
applicant's specification (see page 26 line 7 to page 38 line 14), the preferred domain (or asset 
placement) refers to a desirable taxable status, rather than a tax status which is taught by Moran 
(see Moran column 17, 48-62). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
